THE HOUSING Of CONOBRW. 


By Frederic J. llMki". 


When the Congress of the United Bute* 


meets on the first Monda-y in December 
It will find Itself to be th« beat housed 
legislative body in the world. With tbe 
Capitol, the House aud the Senate office 
building*, the Congressional library and 
the new heating plant, Congress, directly 
and indirectly, will occupy buildings rep- 
resenting an expenditure of WOOW.OOO. The 
equipment of the national American leg- 
islature has come, b> gradual growth, tff 
b* an estate of raagnificaace The British 
parliament ranks next to the American 
Congress in the splendor and b«iuty of 
it* building, yet the London establishment 
cost but $16,006,000. 
The homes of the 


French chamber of deputies, the German 
relchstag and other continental parlia- 
ments, are not nearly eo large 


The American legislative plant Is so 


much larger than tne ordinary v tailor to 
Washington Imagines, that very few per- 
sons appreciate its immensity The build- 
ings occupied and used by Congress, in- 
cluding the Library of Congress. conUIn 
more than 1,400 separate rooms 
There 


are 40 elevators, several thousand win- 
dows, more than a thousand doors, and 
everything else In proportion." Even the 
telephone service is larger tnsn that of 
an American 
city of 10000 Inhabitants.' 


Foreigners who are In th« habit of ac-» 
crediting Americans with Innate vulgar- 
lly and with a disposition to consider 
quantities rather than qualities, are sur- 
prised to find that this huge legislative 
plant Is 
known more 
for Its 
artistic 


beauty than for Its vast extent. 


Built Piecemeal. 


The Capitol is one of the mo«t Impos- 


ing structures iti the world 
It is not 


so magnificent as the British parliament 
building, but when it is extended and 
improved in accordance with plans al- 
ready adopted. It will stand, even with- 
out its flanking"buildings, as the peer of 
the great pile on the banks of the Thames. 
The Capitol was built piecemeal and its 
chief wonder i* that it possesses any 
architectural beauty at all. As a matter 
of fact, the line* are so harmonised that 
the casual observer rarely notices that 
the building is the product of different 
minds in different times. For the first 
half of the history of the republic the 
Capitol consisted only of the link that 
now binds together the Senate and the 
House wings, and it was surmounted by 
a, dome so Ill-proportioned and so ugly 
that the whole structure was a nightmare 


When the Capitol was enlarged by tbe 


building of tbe House and Senate wings, 
Congress fortunately employed a far- 
Kl<hted and capable architect to plan tne 
Improvements. Thlg architect, Thomas U. 
Walter. s> mpathelically studied the plans 
of Thornton, the original architect of the 
Capitol, and evolved the conception of the 
Capitol as it stands toda>. 
Tbe gffet 


wings were built large enough, as It wa* 
then believed, for generations to come. 
Therefore each wlnjr extended laterally 
bevond the front and back of the old 
Capitol 
Over, the center of the old por- 


tion of the 
building was erected 
the 


beautiful aud graceful dome which haa 
become, in the e>es of all the world, a 
sjrrtbol of llj« grea* American republic. 
Several years later the central or olde* 
portion' of the Capitol was extended on 
thfr-west front In line with the two new 
wings. The next improvianerit proposed 
to be made is the extension of the cen- 
tral portico of the east front to cone- 
spend 
with those of the Senate 
and 


House wings, 


A Great Library. 


The etxension of the »c«t front was 


made for the purpose of accommodat- 
ing the rapidly growing Library «f Con- 
gr«s«. It was never large enough ade- 
quately to serve Its purpose. About 30 
jeare ago Confess authorised the erec- 
tion of a separate building for the ac- 
commodation of Its library. That build- 
Ing, erected at a cost of nearly J7.000.009, 
was operyxl to the'public U years ago U 
is a most beautiful building as seen from 
its exterior whlje It* interior ranks with 
the most splendid edifice* in all the world. 
lis book stacks were arranged to hold 
what was then the entire library of Con- 
gn>«*, with provisions for receiving and 
storing the additions of a generation. 
How greatly Congress underestimated the 
(rrowlh of th* country Is »hown In tne 
fact that thV entire shelf space of the 
library In already levied upon and new 
•book stacks an> being built 
The Library 


of Congress now has the third greatest 
collection of books and manuscript* in the 
world, coming' after the British Museum 
and the National Library of Prance.

TVrhaps it is true that a close investigation of 


the means by which tho Standard Oil Magnate ac- 
quired his wealth would show that some of his coins 
are tarnished, but Just wherein this argues the un- 
fitness of the money to be used in good work is a 
little difficult to comprehend. Money is proverbial- 
ly "hard to get and heavy to hold:" It travels about 
a great deal and passes through many hands, and 
•ernewhere in its circulation it is pretty certain to 
become "tainted." 
But it every individual who 


places a taint upon It Is to be thus debarred from 
using It for any worthy purpose the prospect i* 
tc.th.er hopeless 


It is quite conceivable that there, are extremes 


of "taint" which would render money unfit for cer- 
tain uses; for Instance, it could hardly be regarded 
«« proper for a church to receive Ite .support from 
saloon keepers and gamblers. But in the case of 
Mr. Rockefeller, or Mr. Carnegie, or any of the 
other millionaires whose alleged improper business 
methods have been cited as sufficient reason' for 
the refusal of their charitable gifts, the charge of 
"taint" does not s»em to apply.

FUICTIOX AT PANAMA? 


From the PlUsburj Dispatch. 


When Colonel Qoeth»ls returned from Panama 


some time ago, speaking of a then current report 
that Governor Blackburn wag to resign, he hoped 
his successor "would be a man who Had the dig- 
gin; of the canal at heart and not a politician." 
This created a suspicion that there had been friction 
between the army engineers in charge of the con- 
struction and some of the rtvll authorities. Later 
f-oveAior Blackburn returned and denied he had 
any Intention of realt-wlng. Now comes a letter pub- 
L*hed Jn the Philadelphia Ledger from a civil em- 
ploye on the isthmus bitterly complaining of "mili- 
tarism" and prufsing Blackburn, which seems to 
confirm the suspicion. 


Under the "militarism ' of the constructive ad- 


ministration of the army engineers the work has 
progressed rapidly and to the satisfaction of the 
government 
It is perhaps natural that employes 


who' pre/erred the less "military" and more hap- 
hazard system under civil commissioners should re- 
sent the army methods to which they have not been 
accustomed. But when that resentment takes the 
extreme form, as in the case of this correspondent, 
of "damning the army," it will fml to evoke public 
sympathy. There are no charges of inefficiency or 
irregularity, simply an ethlbition of lack of co- 
operation that must react Upon tV complainants 
rather than upon the army engineers. It is to be 
hoped that Governor Blackburn has not given coun- 
tenance to this sort of "pullbackipm." The country 
demands that the construction of the canal be con- 
ducted upon strictly businesslike lines, and looks 
to the army officers to do that. It infinitely prefers 
the "military" methods to the political.
